Lord Balfour’s note has thus for the 
time being swept into the proverbial 
waste basket all the mooted reduction 
of German feparations. And more than 
that. It will mean, when M. Poincaré 
meets Mr. Lloyd George next. week, the

‘ of the German reparations. 


In fact it was admitted at the French 
Foreign Office today that the British 
note entirely changed the Prospect for 
the London -meeting, where the French 
hoped England would remit the French 
debt in yeturn for @ cut in reparations 
and a moratorium for Germany. It is 
very evident M. Poincaré will n6ét con- 
sent to any reduction of French claims 
at London, and so, according to the 
Quai d'Orsay al? that remains to be 
discussed at London is the application 
of the Treaty of Versailles, which means 
discussion of methods of trying to col- 
lect some 120,000,000,000 marks gold 
which Germany still owes. Therefore, 
immediately the British note has the 
effect of making worse instead of bet- 
ter the reparations situation.

After a controversy of more .than. 
two years between the Allies and the 
Germans over the right of the Allies 
to the unrestricted use of the Kiel 
Canal,. the Council of Ambassadors 
has decided to refer the whole ques- 
tion to the Internatiqnal Court of 
Justice at The Hague for settlement. .

been saying unofficially about America 
for the past year and a half. 


Shews Eurepean View of America. 


To Europe Uncle Sam is no mord an 
altruistic gentleman of kindly instincts 
kent on doing good. Over and over it 
has been said in these dispatches as 
result of observations at a dozen or 
more big international conferences that 
America was getting to be less and 
less loved from-month to month. That 
Was not generally believed in America 
because Americans did not and do not 
and probably never will look at issues 
in tho same way as Europeans, 

This is no place to argue how right 
America is and how wrong Europe is 
or vice versa. I am merely pointing 
out the inferences which Europe will 
Graw from Lord Balfour’s note in the 
coming days when the political and eco- 
nomic situation in Europe, will probably 
be worse before getting better. To the 
extent which honest Americans will call 
grossly unfair, Europeans are going 
more and more to blame their troubles 
on the United States—that is, unless 
there is some change which is not ap- 
parent now. 

Lord Balfour sets the tune. England 
favors general debt cancellation for the 
benefit of mankind, but she cannot see 
her dream-come true. Why? Because 
America. demands that England pay her. 
So England has to act differently from 
what she would in other circumstances. 

Then after saying America is acting 
within her strictly legal rights, Lord Bal- 
four asks: ‘‘Can the present world situa- 
tion be looked, at only from a narrow fi- 
nancial standpoint?” Then he answers in 
the negative. The nations who lent and 
spent the money being talked about 
were partners in a great and common 
cause. And after repeating that Amer- 
ica fs within her financial rights, he 
Says it can never be agreeable ‘‘ to gen- 
erous minds "’ to follow such a course. 
He paints a picture of the damage 
done the world by the burden of inter- 
national debts and regrets it cannot be 
remedied because of America’s attitude. 
To prove England’s good-will he prom- 
iseg to collect only so much of the debts 
incurred: in. the common and sacred 
cause as America, also engaged in that 


cause, makes England pay. He makes 
@ good point when he cites the money 
that France owes England was borrowed 
by England for France and- then con- 

udes with the stinging remark that the 
eettlement which America refused. would 
“we more of value to mankind than 
ny gains that could accrue even from 
the most successful enforcement of legal 
obligations.”’

In one -letter Tsaritza writes: ‘My 
sweet one must always be encouraged 
and reminded that he is the Emperor 
and. can do anything he likes, but you 
never will avail yourself of this right. 
You must show them that you can de- 
cide for yourself, that you have a will 
of your own and that you are not or- 
dered about by [Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicolaievitch}] and his staff. They are 
not afraid of you but they must be 
made to fear you, my darling boy, do 
make them wear you. It is not suf- 
ficient that they should love you. They 
must be afraid to cross you or to cause 
you pain. Everybody who really loves 
you wants you to be firmer and more 
resolute.”’ 

Several letters are full of complaints 
against the Grand Duke: Nicholas and 
his dominating position as fommander- 
in-Chief of the Imperial army and the 
late Tsaritza;does not hide her joy when 
she learns that the Grand Duke has 
been rmoved from the supreme com- 
mand and superseded by the Tsar him- 
self. 

‘*Y cannot find words,’’ she says, 
‘to express all I want to say. My 
heart is tod full. You have at last 
shown your will and your power, you 
have proved that you really are the 
monarch without whom Russia cannot 
exist.

WET CANDIDATE IS’ PASSED 


Brewster Now Leads Republican 


Senatorship Race — Congress- 
man Rucker May Lose. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 2 (Associated Press). 
~Senator James A. Reed is leading 
Breckinridge Long late tonight for the 
Democratic nomination ‘for “United 
States Senator by 8,935 votes on the face 
of returns from yesterday’s primary in 
all but 443 of the 3,848 precincts in 
Missouri. 

The vote at midnight was: Reed, 185, 
380; Long, 176,445. 

The Senator’s lead, which had reached 
more than 25,000 this morning when 
the St. Louls and Kansas, City vote 
was tabulated, was steadily whittled 
away as belated returfis came from 
rural districts where the Long strength 
lay. Throughout the day Long main- 
tained a consistent gain with an aver- 
age lead of approximately (18 votes per 
precinct in the country districts. 

At one time late this evening Reed's 
lead had been cut to, 7,744, but an error 
in the telegraphic returns from Bates 
County was discovered which added 965 
votes to the Senator's total. Other gains 
were made by him. 

Had Long’s ratio of increase -contin- 
ued it looked as if he might win by 
about 2,0C0 votes. ‘ 

Many. Republicans and independents 
entered the primary to vote for Reea 
because they approved his platform in 
opposition to the Wilson international 
policies, including the League “ef Na- 
tions, which he declared to be a corpse 
that badly needed decent burial. 


The outcome of the race probably will 
not be known until the complete vote 
has been tabulated. Scattered precincts 
in many counties are included in those 
missing, along with,the @ntife vote of 
Ozark and Stone, isolated communities 
in the Ozark Mountains, far down in 
the southwestern corner of the State. 


Bibwater Leads- Republicans. 


In the Republican Senatorial contest 
R. R. Brewster of Kansas City, en- 
dorsed by the regular organization, re- 
gained the lead this afternoon. . On re- 
turns from 2,367 precincts out of 3,848 
in’ the State he is’ 4,295 votes*ahead of 
William Sacks, who ran on a light wine 
and beer platform. 


Sacks polled a tremendous vote in. St. 
Louis, his home city, but as the rural 
districts came.in Brewster began climb- 
ing, and the vote now stands: Brewster 
66,376, Sacks 62,081. Sacks’s .strength 
has been slight in the country districts, 
and on the basis of these figures friends 
of Brewster believe he will win by from 
15,000. to 35,000. 

Four other candidates in.the Republi- 
can race. for the Senate are not within 
striking distante of tne goal. Three 
Progressives split more than 70,000. votes 
among them. Colonel John H. Parker, 
Chief of Staff of the Seventh Army 
Corps;. Organized Reserves, of Jefferson 
Barracks, is far in the rear. The vote 
is, Attorney General Jesse Barrett, 29, 
261; David M. Proctor, 21,129; John C. 
McKinley, 20,019; Parker, 10,053. 


Congressman Rucker Lags. 


In the Second: District Representative 
W. W. Rucker, Democrat, is running 
behind Ralph F. Loazier.’ In the ~Six- 


teenth district, where Representative 
Samuel A. Shelton, Republican, was not 
a candidate for re-election, the party 
nomination apparently will go to Phil A. 
Bennett. 

All four of the women candidates for 
Congress apparently have been defeated, 
although returns from the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, where two women’ were in the Re-" 
publican race, and the Twelfth, wherea 
woman was a Democratic candidate, are 
as yet too meagre. to make a’ decisive 
forecast. Both districts are in St. 
Louis. 

In the Eighth District BE. M. Zeéevely of 
Linn, classed as wet, is Jeading Mrs. St. 
Claire Moss of Christian College, Co- 
lumbia,. Mo., and Charles E. Dewey of 
Jefferson City for the Democratic nomi- 
nation.

SURE POISONED PIE 
WAS MEANT TO KILL 


Restaurant Tragedy Couldn’t Be 
Accident, Says Proprietor— 
Gives Clues to Perpetrator, 


SUSPECTED PERSON IS FREE 


Banton Declares Case Is Baf- 
fling—No More Victims Die, 
but Several Are in Danger. 


} 


The person suspected in the poisoning 
of. pie and other food at the Shelburne 
Restaurant, 1,127 Broadway, which cost 
the lives of six persons and may cause 
still more deaths, was permitted to be 
at lUlberty yesterday, although Samuel 
Drexjer,. proprietor of the restaurant, 
asserted that he had given the authori- 
tiés much material indicating the guilty 
person. 

“It was ‘absolutely rialcious and in- 

tentional,”’ said Drexler. ‘‘ It could not 
possibly have been an accident. I have 
been talking nearly all day to Captain 
ates of the Homicide Squad and have 
old all that I know to the District At- 
torney. They will let the public know 
about it’ later.’ 
’ District Attorney Banton, however, 
described the case as ‘‘ baffling ’’ and 
pictured himself as ‘‘ treading water.”’ 
He said that the stories of Charles 
Abramson, the pastry cook,’ and his 
helper, Louis Freedman, and of. others 
connected with the establishment. were 
“being checked up.’’. Both Abramson 
and Freedmam- were allowed to go free 
after they had been questioned. 

The poison. dough was mixed on Sat- 
urday, aceording té-Drexlét who. said 
that the dough mixed on Monday niorn- 
ing had been analyzed and found to 
be free from poison.. Saturday was the 
last Abramson worked at the Shelburne, 
He. explained that he quit, thinking 
that he was about to be discharged. 
On his own statement he felt bitterly 
towaed Drexler on Saturday, but again 
began to .feel: kindly toward him on 
Monday, when he learned that Drexler 
had never had any Intention of dis- 
charged him... Because of this coinci- 
dence Abramson was questioned at some 
length by the District Attorney, but ap- 
parently exonerated himself completely 
in the opinion of that official. 


Insect Poison Theory Attacked. 


District, Attorney Banton raised the 
theory. yesterday that the poisoning 
might have resulted accidently from the 
use’ of poison intended for the extermi- 
nation of insects. When this theory 
was referred to Drexler, he, said: 

“That is absolutely absurd. The ex- 
terminator’ was here on July 3. ' For 
three days thereafter, there ° was no 
baking done on the premises. There has 
been no visit of«the exterminator since 
that time, and there has been no insect 
poison .on the ‘premises. Further than 
that, samples of the wall paper on which 
the bug polsop/’ was” used have - been 
analyzed. ‘They contain no. argénic. 
From the exterminating company we 
learn that there is no arsenic in their 
compound,”’ > 

‘‘ What is your theory?”’ Mr. Drexler 
was asked. 

**T have told. the authorities all.that I 
know. I don’t* think -they are baffled. 
There is: plenty ih what I ‘told them to 
help them form a conclusion,”’ 

The restaurant man was asked if he 
believed it possible that any commercial 
rival or old business enemy could have 
hired somebody to poison the food in his 
place, after the fashion of the old horse- 
poisoners who made it a business in New 
York ‘for months to poison horses in 
order. to prevent the delivery of mer- 
chandisé by. one firm.and thus to-help 
the business prospects of the rival. 

“* Nothing of that kind happened 
hete,”’. Drexler said. ‘‘ That is entirely 
out of the question. No one sneaked 
in from. the outside.”’ 

Drexler said that he had thirty-two 
employes... ; 

‘Any one of fhem might enter the 
baking kitchen, might they not?’ he 
was asked. 

‘“Itus possible. 
of those employes was sick. They ate 
rolisin the morning and nearly every 
one was poisoned. It is not at all likely 


|that any of them got into the kitchen.” 


When he was told that Abramson and 
his helper Freadman did not agrée as to 
which ope of thern had mixed the pois- 
onous batch of dough. he said: 

‘‘Is that so? Their stories conflict, 
do they? Well,,1 am/’not in a position 
to throw any light on that.” 

“Which one of them should. have 
mixed it?”

Spencer Tells Organization and 
Procédure for Fuel Distribution 
With State Co-operation. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 2.—Governor 
McCray today ordered more than 800 
Indiana. National Guardsmen to -Staun- 
ton, Clay County, déclared martial law 
in Staunton, Cloverland, ‘Williemstown, 
Turner and. adjacent. territory in Posey 
Township, ..Clay ‘County, and called for 
volunteers to work strip mines in the 
territory covéred by martial law, which 
contain’ about eight square miles. The 
soldiers, under the command of Major 
Gen. Robert H. Tyndall-of Indianapolis, 
arrived at. Staunton this afternoon ‘from 
Camp. Knox, Ky., where they were in 
annual Summier camp. 

. The Goverrior in his martial law.-proc- 
lamation set forth; as He ‘sees*it> the fuel. 
situation resulting from .the strike and 
the inability of local authorities to give 
sufficient. protection-to those who would 
work: the mines. He especially requested 
Indiana. miners to respond to his call 
for workers. He has been informed, 
however, that if Indiana miners do- not 
respond, miners will be available from 
elsewhere. 

Gévértior MéCray isstied 2 formal 
martial law proclamation and a férmal 
call for volunteér miners. He proposed 
that the volunteers go to work at the 
wages: in effect. on March 21, 1922, the 
day the strike began. No larger ‘wages 
are asked -in the strike demands’ of the’ 
organized miners, it was said. The Gov- 
ernor believes the mines: will begin. pro- 
ducing coal within-a few days. Mén are 
now getting the machinery ready. 

The mines in the territofy taken over 
by the State are those of the Rowland- 
Power Consolidated: Collieries Company, 
now in the hands of James:Cooper of 
‘Terre Haute, Federal. Court receiver. 
Records in the State Mines Inspection 
Bureau show the mines in Clay County 
-oth produce third-vein bituminous coal 
up to 18,000 tons:a month. 

Coal from the mines taken by the State 
will be distributed by the State Emersg- 
ency Coal Committee, which is composed 
of members of the Public Service Com- 
mission; It will be distributed in accord- 
ance with Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion priority. orders. The immediate de- 
mands of State institutions, public util- 
ities and canning factories will*first be 
met.

Denies 1,000 Engines Are Disabled Daily. 


Reports from Washington quoting 
Government officials as stating that 
1,000 locomotives were being put out of 
commission daily during the strike were 


declared ‘‘ absolutely absurd’’ by Rob- 
ert Binkerd, assistant to Chairman Cuy- 


ler of the Association of Railway BExec- 
utives, here last night. 

He said that normally there are 65,000 
locomotives in the service of the rail- 
roads the country, of which not more 
than 22 per cent. are out of commis- 
sion at any time, Since the shopmen 
quit work, he said, the roads had been 


‘able to keep ‘up\ repairs and the . per- 


centage of disabled locomotives had not 
increased to any great extent. ° 

“On July 1 about 174 per cent. of 
the locomotives were laid up for heavy 
repairs,’’ explained Mr. Binkerd, *‘ while 
about 4% per cent. were in need of run- 
ning or light repairs. This condition 
of equipment has been considered nor- 
mal for the last two years. 

** Prior to the war the normal bad 
order locomotives averaged around 15 
per cent., but increased to 27% per cent. 
Since the roads 
were returned to private control equip- 
ment conditions have been improved and 
not more than 22 per cent. of the mo- 
tive power is out of running at one 
time. 

**Many of the locomotives often re- 
ported as out of order need very light 
repairs. such as the adjustment of some 
valve or replacing of bolts. aybe not 
more than $25 worth of work will be re- 
quired to fix it. 

“There is absolutely no foundation 
for the report that 1,000 engines are 
put out of commission daily, The rail- 
roads have been keeping up equipment 
despite the strike. The number of ‘en- 

nes in need of running repairs may 

ave increased to some-extent, because of 

extra service made necessary on account 
of the strike.,.We have mechanics now 
at work getting these engines in shape 
and after slight delay they are again 
put back in the service. 

‘* Heavy repairs are also being made 
by a number of roads.”’

MOB. ATTACKS WORKERS 
AT MICHIGAN RAIL SHOPS 


Police Also ri Assailed, Women 
Aiding—New Haven Police 
to Lose Vacations.

JACKSON, Mich., Aug. 2. — Nearly 
1,500 Michigan Central Railroad strik- 
ers and sympathizers and strike-break- 
ers and police officers clashed at the 
junction this afternoon when the day 
shift quit work. 

Sensing trouble after Tuesday’s minor 
“demonstration. Chief of Police John 
Hudson ordered forty officers to the 
scene. The mob, men, women and chil- 
dren, armed with sticks, stones, bricks 
and baskets of eggs,. swarmed about 
street cars which the workers were 
boarding, striking at the officers who 
blockud their way, and rained a fusil- 
lade of missiles on the men leaving the 
shops. 

Mounted State police, responding at 
the request of Chief Hudson, . vainly 
rode through the masses in an attempt 
to check their advance., Both Chief 
Hudson, who personally took charge of 
the affair, and City Manager Crary 
were struck by flying missiles and eggs. 
Chief Hudson used his blackjack on a 
man who attempted to strike him down. 
Another officer handcuffed a woman 
after he had prevented her wielding a 
large bottle over the head of a fellow 
officer. 

Red pepper also was used in the at- 
tack of the strikers, women throwing. it 
into the eyes of those attempting to 
hold them back, y 

Chief Hudson and Manager Crary said 
tonight that they mean to maintain 
law. and order in the strike area at 
any cost. 
left on the scene, as it was expected 
further trouble might result when men 
attempted to leave the shops tonight. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 2.—All 
vacations fér members of the New 
Haven police force were canceled today 
by Chief of Police Smith, Although no 
reason for the action was given, it was 
understood that the possibility of dis- 
turbances in the railroad shop strike 
was the cause.

Labor Board Will Take Up Wage 
and Rulé Disputes Involy- 
‘ ing 43 Roads.

Men Out at Syracuse Face Expul- 
‘sion From Their Union, Their 
Chairman Asserts. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—The_ Rallroad 
Labor Board today adopted a resolution 
to begin the hearing of Wage and rule 
disputes involving the maintenance of 
way union on Aug. 28. 

The board's action is in line with 
promises made to E. F. Grable, head of 
the maintenance of way organization, 
when the union’s strike plans were 
abandoned on July 4. At this time an 
agreement was reached by which Mr: 
Grable instructed his general chairmen 
to take up, with the individual roads, 
the matter of wages, It was provided 
that if an agreement could not be 
reached the matter would be submitted 
to the labor board for an early hear- 
ing. . 

Labor board members pointed out that 
the board made no concession in grant- 
ing a rehearing of cases which resulted 
in slashing the pay of maintenance of 
way men, effective July 1, as any or- 
ganization was privileged to ask for 
‘reconsideration on the ground that liv- 
ing prices had advanced since the de- 
cision was rendered. The principal rule 
involved concerns overtime. 

Cases involving forty-three roads have 
now been submitted to the board, these 
railroads waiving their right to a thirty- 
fday notice before submission of the 
cases, Other roads are said to have 


pursued a similar policy. 

Mr. Grable and several of his vice- 
presidents appeared before the board 
today,-and agreed to the date fixed. 
Most: of the cases are on joint submis- 
sions, the. quéstions involved being 
j identical. 


Syracuse Strikers Face Expulsion.

unjust, wish reliance upon the follow~- 
ing program for redress of grievances: 

“ «First, railway managers and workmen 
are to agree to recognize the validity of 
_all_ decisions of the Railroad Labor Board, 
and to faithfully carry out guch decisions - 
as contemplated by lay.’ 

‘' The employers have always taken the 
position that as long as om? continued 
to render service they should abide by 
the rules and working conditions and 
accept the wages agreed upon by pe od 
negotiation or determined by the Labor 
Board after a hearing of a dispute upon 
any of these matters. They respectfully 
point out again that violations of law 
and refusals to comply with decisions of 
the Labot Board have been exhibited 
only by the railway managements and 
that it has been unive ly admitted 
that the employes, in exercising their 
right to suspend work upon non-accept- 
able conditions, were neither violating 
the law nor the decisions of the board. 


Quotes Case of Pennsylvania. 


‘*We understand that the recognition 


of the validity of all decisions by the 
Railroad Labor Board, as contemplated 
by the law, means, for example, that in 
the case of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
all employes will return to work under 
the wages and working conditions estab- 
lished in the decisions of the Labor 
Board, and that the sole question of 
validity ' pending is the authority of 
the Labor Board to determine, as in De- 
cision. No, 218, the method of selecting 
accredited representatives of the em- 
ployes, assuming that the railroad has 
appealed from the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
sustained the action of the Labor Board. 


‘** Second—The carriers will withdraw 
all lawsuits growing out‘of the strike, and 
the Railroad Labor Board decisions which 
have been, involved in the strike may be 
taken, in the exercise of recognized rights 


by eithe® party, to ‘the Railroad Labor 
Board for rehearing.’ 


‘“Tt is our understanding that the re 
resentatives of the employes,*upon seek- 
ing & rehearing of the controverted de- 
cisions concerning wages and working 
conditions, will be afforded a prompt re- 
hearing and decision b the bor 
Board. We assume also that the prac- 
tically unanimous action of the employes 
in’ electing to suspend work and in con- 
wasp this suspension under the sanc- 
tion of, and in accordance with laws o 
their national organizations, -has ende 
any captious questioning as to. who are 
the properly accredited spokesmen. of 
the vast majority of railway employes. 

“We desire to call attention to the 
orderly and disciplined conduct of these 
employes under difficult conditions, 
which has demonstrated the. indis- 
pensable value of their national organi- 
zations in aid of the effective adjust- 
ment of controversies and the efficient 
conduct of the industry. 

*** Third—All employes now on strike to 
be returned to work and to their former 
positions with seniority and other rights 
unimpaired. The representatives of the 
carriers and of the organizations es- 
pecially agree that there will be no dis- 
erimination by either party against the 
employes who did or did not atrike.’ 

‘*We are glad to observe that the ob- 
vious justice of this proposition has been 
accepted. It would certainly, be a whole- 
sale injustice of unparalleled extent if 
hundreds of thousands of experienced 
men who have given four to forty years’ 
service, and ;whose value to the, trans- 
portation industry is proportioned to the 
length of their service should be placed 
in'a position of inferiority to a limited 
number of men who have been employed 
as substitutes for these experienced rail- 
road workers. The demand that such a 
wrong should be perpetrated as a penal- 
ty against men who have exercised a 
fundamental and admitted right not to 
render service under non-acceptable con- 
ditions, was so unfair that we could not 
believe it would receive the sanction of 
any impartial judgment. 


Feel They Make Cencessions. 


“We understand the language ‘all 
employes now on strike’ to include all 
employes who hola senfority rights un- 
der the rules agreed upon between the 
carriers and the organizations of em- 
ployes or as promulgated by the 
United States Railroad Labor Board. It 
should ‘be understood that in acting fa- 
vorably upon the proposals for settle- 
ment of the pending controversies, the 
representatives of the organized em- 
ployes feel that they are making con- 
cessions and sanctioning sacrifices on 
the part of the employes which entitle 
them to the highest consideration and to 
recognition as law-abiding -American 
citizens, who are ready and willing to 


do all in their power, even beyond that | 


which is strictly reasonable, in order 
to promote industrial peace and to fur- 
ther the uninterrupted flow of the com- 
merce of the nation. 

‘* We see evidence of little sacrifice re- 
quired on the part of the managements 
to whom like proposals have been sub- 
mitted. They will suffer no loss in 
abandoning a host of futile law suits, 
complaining of wrongs which have never 
been committed. It is understood that 
the Labor Board must confirm its pre- 


viously announced position and that the|falo for quick 


railways must abandon the condemned 
practice of contracting out work and 
shops and restore the employes to their 
former status. It should be noted that 
ractice is not only a_ violation of 
the Transportation act and of the de- 
cisions of the board, but, as shown by 
many decisions of the courte, is a viola~- 
tion of the charter obHgations of the 
railroads and would have been unlawful 
without the passage of the Transporta- 
tion act or any action by the Labor 
Board, ¢ 

‘We understand that an effort will 
be made to insure the setting up of a 
board of adjustment, but inasmuch as 
such a board can function effectivel 
only with the full. co-operation of bo 
managements and employes, we can look 
merely with hope, and not with cer- 
tainty forthe establishment of this ‘ es- 
seritial part of the machinery to decide 
disputes bétween the carriers and their 
employes.’ In the meantime, upon ad- 
vice from you of the expressed accep- 
tance of your terms of agreement con- 
tained in your telepram of July 31, by 
all. carriers, we will take the responsi- 
bility of directing the employes to re- 
turn to work, and upon the confidence 
thay by actiop of the Labor Board upon 
rehearing of the recent controverted 
decisions a delayed justice will be ren- 
dered to the employes in the matter of 
wages and working canditions. 


Put Blame on Roads. 


“We should certainly assume that 


the railway executives, in their own 
obvious interest, eventually will accept 
the proposals made, unless their coun- 
sels are dominated sufficiently by anti- 
labor forces to resist even the pressure 
of public opinion exerted through your 
high office and to carry on to the bit- 
ter end a nihilistic policy of attempting 
to destroy the self-respecting, democrat- 
ic institutions of organized labor. We 
can hardly believe that such a counsel 
of folly will finally prevail within the 
railroad managements. 

‘It. therefore pet (oad that upon the 
organizations of railway executives and 
employes rests the immediate responsi- 
bility 2f serving the public interests tn 
bring? ¢ about a resumption of efficient 
operat on of the railroads. Under pres- 
sure of this responsibility we have voted 
by the requisite constitutional majorit 
to accept the terms of agreement whic 
you have submitted ‘to us, We accept 
reluctantly, it is true, but commit our- 
selves to carry out the terms of settle- 
ment in utmost good faith and in ald of 
the general welfare. If these proposals 
fail to bri about the results which 
you desire, responsibility of failure 
will not rest upon the representatives of 
the organized employes.”

Hast- 
ern Pennsylvania iron has been sold in 
considerable tonnage at $30 base fur- 
nace.”’ 

The Iron Age says: 

“The week has brought a further 
tightening of the grip of the coal and 
railroad strikes upon iron and steel 
It. is realized that the situa- 
tion will grow worse before it is better 
and that it°has in it moge serious pos- 
sibilities than producers Rave yet enter- 
tained. : 

‘This week the Steel Corporation has 
ordered the banking of:two Carrie fur- 
naces in the Pittsburgh district and of 
one Gary and one Joliet furnace in the 
Chicago district.

Cites Seniority Precedents. 


Mr. Walber pointed out that the re- 
turn of seniority rights after a railroad 
strike had never been the policy of the 
roads, except during that time when 
they were under Federal control. Bven 


then, he said, the experlenced railroad 
executives obeyed the Government 
agencies and decrees “against their 
better judgment.’’

Berlin Gets More Pessimistic— 


‘Austrian and Hungarian 
Exchange Drops.

BERLIN, Alig. 2.—The mark dropped 
to 800 to the dollar today. Poincaré’s 
sharp note, published here: this morning, 
caused the new collapse.

The dollar rosé and the mark 
féll by leaps and bounds, Occasionally 
an optimistic rumor checked, the fall of 
the mark for a minute or tavo, only to 
start downward again.

One feature of the. situation is that 
foreign political developments will lead 
to sharp political reactions here. 

The Wirth Cabinet held several long

{ yet been drafted there is hardly any 


doubt that it will be in the negative. 
There is eyery reason to believe that 
Chancellor Wirth will say ‘“‘no"’ and 
not turn around and say yes. His state- 
ments will mark a formal declaration of 
the bankruptcy of the ‘* podicy of fulfill- 
ment” of which Wirth and Rathenau 
were the principal backers. ‘This policy 
consisted of living up to the-terms of the 
Versailles Treaty, the London, ultimatum 
and all other obiigations with the con- 
scious purpose of proving them unful- 
fillable. ‘ 

The Wirth Government now believes 
that a “ reduction ad absurdum”’ has 
been reached and practicalky proved. 
What hopes are being entertained in 
Germany tonight are all pinned on the 
possibility of an intervention on the 
part of England. 


LONDON, Aug. 2 (Associated Press)— 
German marks again suffered a severe 
slump on the London Exchange market 
today. After opening at 3,300 to the 
pound sterling the mark fell to a new 
tow record of 3,840 to the pound. 

This additional drop is assigned tn 
cirelés to the continued ab- 
sence of any indication that Germany 
is abandoning her policy of inflation. 

Other foreign exchange rates.also were 
unsettled on today’s market. 


VIENNA, Aug. 1 (Associated\Press).—

SHOT FIRED AT ROME MAYOR

ROME, Aug. 2 (Associated Press).— 
The Italian Fascisti, or Mxtreme Na- 
tionalists, today began taking measures 
to break up the general strike, which 
was called two days agd in protest 
against Fascisti reprisals on Commun- 
ists. The strike already appears to 
have lost most of its effectiveness, how- 
ever, even without the aid of the Fas- 
elsti. 


Fourteen thousand Fascisti in the 
Rome province notified their headquar- 
ters here this afternoon that they were 
ready to enter the city with ‘‘ sorid 
arguments,’’ if necessary. A Fascisti 
communique, issued this afterneon, says 
that the members of the organization 
are completely mobilized in all the Ltal- 
jan provinces and ‘fhat all . Fascisti 
Deputies, in accordance with orders re- 
ceived by each of them, have gone to 


ut respective constitueneies ‘‘ for ac- 
on.”” 

Alll persons who possesss automobiles 
have been requested to place them at 
the disposal of the Fascisti. Industrial 
leaders have been asked to dismiss their 
workmen who struck and feplace them 
with Fascisti workmen. ‘ 

The failure of the strike is emphasized 
by ths fact that the Republicans and 
anarchists have announced their separa- 
tion from the Socialists, not Wishing to 
share the responsibility of the strike 
with them. 


Mayor of Rome Is Fired On. 


Mayor Cremonesi, who since the be- 
ginning of the strike has been visiting 


yarious quarters of the city inspecting 
the public services, was fired at today 
by an unknown person. The bullet 
crashed through both windows of the 
Mayor’s closed automobile.. The car 
Was stopped and the Mayor dtscended 
but the assailants had disappeared be- 
fore any trace of them could be found.

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SENATORS OPPOSE 
DEBT CANCELLATION 


Washington Objects to Theory 
That Loans Were on Brit- 
ish Security. 


MADE DIRECTLY TO ALLIES 


Each Nation Is Being’ Held Respon- 
sible for Its Obligations to 
This Government. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Lord Bal- 


four’s statement tn the British note on 
allied debt that the United States “ in- 
sisted in substance, rf not in form,’’ that 


although the Allies of Great Britain 
were to spend the money, it was only on 
British security that the United States 
Was prepared to lend it, is challenged in 
official quarters in Washington. Formal 
official comment on the British note was 
withheld, but it was stated in thoroughly 
responsible official circles that no such 
conditions were attached in connection 
with the credits which the United States 
granted to the various allied powers 
during the war. 

The statement was made tonight in 
an, official quarter that all of the Amer- 
ic@n loans to the other countries were 
direct loans. It is asserted that Amer- 
fcan loans were not made to other coun- 
tries through England on British secur- 
ity, and that each nation to which the 
United States made advances is being 
held responsible for the payment of its 
obligations to the United. States. The 
loans were in the shape of credits. 
These credits were made, it is explained, 
im such fashion that each Government 
Was enabled to borrow from the United 
States Government the dollars it needed 
with which to make war-time purchases. 
These advances also all took the form 
ef demand obligations. 

The United Srates Treasury required 
each mation to which it advanced cash 
to sign a written certificate of indebt- 
edness to the Government of the United 
States; but these demand 
Were all taken by the United States 


into which they were ultimately to be 


converted. 


A further survey of the situation in 


Washington only served more firmly to | 


establish the fact, asserted in a Wash- 
ington dispatch*to THE New YORK TIMES 
printed this morning, that the American 
Government stands firm in its insistence 


upon payment of the allied debt to this| 


country and is utterly opposed to any 
cancellation of that débt‘in whole or in 
part. In Executive circles it was em- 
phasized that the Harding Administra- 
tiom had no present jurisdiction in the 
matter of.cancelling the war debts owed 
to the United States by any of the Eu-

Senator McCumber, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee and second 
in rank among the Republican members 
of the influential Foreign Relations 
Committee, reflected the overwhelming 
view of the majority in Congress when 
he declared in an interview today his 
belief that this country would never 
cancel its war debts. 

“* We will never cancel our war debts,” 
said Senator McCumber. ‘' Hach nation 
must meet its own . obligations, and 
Great Britain is morally bound to pay | 
her debt to us, regardless of debts other | 
nations owe her.

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, Dem- 
ocrat, who Was Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee at. the 
time American loans were made to the 
allied nations, said:

Reparation Circles Still Hopeful. 


PARIS, Aug. 2 (Associated Press).— 
Some statement by the American Gov- 
ernment dealing with the note of the 
Earl of Balfour, Acting British Foreign 
Seeretary, concerning allied war debts, 


is anxiously awaited in Reparation 
Commission circles, where it was said 
tonight that the British communcation 
on interallied debts would not have the 
effect of preventng a Franco-British 
reparations settlement. 

Information is said to have reached 
reparations headquarters from _an au- 
thoritative source that Lord Balfour’s 
note was a ‘trial balloon sent up for 
the purpose of placing responsibility for 
a solution of the debts quéstion directly 
at the door of the United States.’ 

If the balloon bursts through a@ re- 
fusal of the United States to depart 
from its already established policy, the 
reparations experts have been informed 
that Great Britain will proceed to 
general discussion at the coming Lon- 
don meeting of the French debts, re- 
gardless.of the American policy.

the German indemnity would probably 
remain unchanged. 

It is regarded here.as probable. that 
Great Britain. will offer ‘to cancel all | 
debts due that country from France/and 
other countries, with the .exception of 
the £850,000,000 owed the United States, 
This figure ‘would be. collected from 
Germany or frém the European States 
if and when-America demands: full pay- 


ment. : 

The British note on. the interalliea 
debt question has:removed all possibil- 
ity of France. consenting to a-morator- 
ium for Germany, in the wiew of offi- 
cial circles, expressed here today.

The note is regarded here as décreas- 
ing the possibility of an international 
loan to Germany.

Every English and French politician or 
statesman should know that the Demo- 
eratic Parties in Germany do not have 
very strong roots in the German nation, 
which never pretended to be révolution- 
ary, which never pretended to be Repub- 
lican. 

‘*“No Government ef the European 
powers has understood the situation. 
The more Rathenau and the others tried 
to do to fulfill their promises and obli- 
gations the less was the interest chown 
in them by the Supreme Council. No 
mercy was shown to the Democratic 
Pgrties, and then in France, and also 
in other countries, in the press you will 
find exclamations of anger and ill will 
beeause the old monarchistic parties are 
running in Germany and because reac- 
tion seems to be proceeding day by day. 

‘“Who will not recognize the small 
amount of wisdem shown by thase dem- 
ocratic Governments of the Western 
powers which have done nothing to hin- 
der this quick restoration of the monar- 
chistic feeling, not the form of govern- 
ment but the reactionary feeling, the 
nationalist feeling?

The day’s lecturer was Dr. Rikitaro 
Fujisawa of the University of Tokio, 
who discussed Japanese political aims 
and developments. Dr. Pulsawe traced 
the careers of Premier Hara, Marquis 
Okuma and Prince Yamagata, Japan’s 
leading statesmen who died within the 
last year. He paid a tribute to Dr. 
Harry AN Garfield, President of Wil- 
liams College, for having launched the 
Institute of Politics. 


DEATH FOR ESTHONIANS. 


Members of Repatriation Commis- 
sion Sentenced in Russia as Spies. 


PETROGRAD, Aug. 2. (Associated 
Press).—The Revolutionary Tribunal has 
sentenced to death ten members and em- 
ployes of the Bsthonian Reparation 
Mission after conviction on charges of 
espignage. Highteen ethers accused of 
systematic smuggling of valuables, sac- 
charine and other goods into Russia, 
received prison sentences, while thirteen 
were acquitted. The trials lasted a week. 

From the moment peace was signed 
with Esthonia, the court declared, the 
BPsthonian Reparation Mission became 
an organization for espionage and 
smuggling. The court has asked the 
Foreign Office to demand of the Hstho- 
hian Government through diplomatic 
channels the prosecution of higher offi- 
cials in the Reyal Fereign Office and 
War Ministry wha are declared to have 
engaged in the plet from the other end.

The next monthly instalment is due on 
Aug. 10, and if it is not forthcoming 
then toll will be taken from among 
those German firtns who are real credi- 
tors. From tgem the German Govern- 
ment, while accepting responsibility for 
their debts, has never sought to recover 
what was due. All that M. Poincaré in- 
tends to do is collect for his fellow citi- 
zens what their German debtors owe, 
and so relieve the German Government 
from the obligation of making that col- 
lection, which it says it cannot do: 





PARIS, Aug. 2 (Associated Press)— 
All German property in France which 
was sequestrated by the Government 
during the war will be permanently 
taken over and. the proceeds from its 
sale kept by the Treasury as a penalty 
for Germany’s refusal to cantinue the 
present scale of payments for private 
debts contracted with Frenchmen prior 
to the war, according to reliable reports 
in circulation tonight. 

A large number of estates, villas, art 
ecolHections and other property belonging 
to Germans taken over by the Govern- 
ment during the war are being held 
pending a general understanding with 
Germany. [It is probable also that the 
payments which now are being made by 
Frenchmen to Germans for pre-war busi- 
ness debts will be diverted te the French 
Treasury and Germany informed that 
she can expect no more funds from this 
source. 

German Reply Coming. 

BERLIN, Aug. 2 (Associated Press)— 
The German Government is drafting a

The reply will point out that the Ger- 
man Government has not announced any 
intention ceasing to make payments, 
but merely asks for certain facilities to 
do so. The reply will also declare that 
if Germany defaults in meeting her ob- 
ligations, that fact cannot be ascertained 
until after Aug. 15, the date fixed for 
payment. It further states that the 
sanctions, which the French Government 
intends to take on Albg.

DRFIRS THE SOVIET 


Mille. Ratner, Social Revolution- 
Ist, Pleads Her Own Case 
at Moscow Trial, _ 


LAYS PROSECUTION TO FEAR 


Pauses to Puff a Cigarette in Inter- 
vals of a Three-Hour 
Speech. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 1 (Associated Press). 
Today’s session of the Social Revolu- 
tionists’ trial was marked by an address 
for the defense delivered by Eugenie 
M. Ratner, one of the accused. She 
@poke for three hours, defending tne 
Party’s policy during the’ four years of 
the revolutionary period, and. uphold- 
ing the principles for which the Social 
Revolutionists struggled against Com- 
munism. 

She is the first woman of the de- 
fendants to make an appeal in their 
Behalf. In her address she discussed the 
accusations made by the prosecution in 
& general way, speaking no word for 
any individual defendant. 

The courtroom was crowded through- 
@ut her speech, She became eloquent at 
times. When Prosecutor Krylenko and 
M. Lunacharsky, Commissar of Educa- | 
tion, who is also a member of the 
Prosecution, attempted at intervals to 
interrupt her, she ignored them. 

Toward tHe close she exclaimed in a 
high-pitched voice, addressing M. Kry- 
lenko: 

**You, the Communists, are afraid of 
eur party, of our aims and our 
strength, because we are the prole- 
tariat!’’ 

In another part of her speech Mlle. 
Ratner again addressed the Prosecutor 
@irectly, replying to his statement of 
Saturday that the Social Revolutionists 
had received fair treatment all around, 
for which they should be thankful. 

“"You asserted that all of us ought to 
be grateful to the State for giving us 
@ fair trial,’ she said. ‘‘Is it a fair 
trial? And if you consider it fair, and 
the sentence of death for thirty of us 
is really carried out, I venture to pre- 
dict you won't dare give us a public 
execution.”’ 

None of her remarks was applauded 
by the audience. She wore a plain 
biack dress without a hat, her jet black 
hair accentuating the paleness of her 
features caused by two years’ impris- 
enment. Mlle. Ratnér is short and 
tocky, about 34 years old, and seemed 
Pull of energy from the beginning to 
the end of her speech. She ceased talk- 
fing for only a minute now and then 


to take a sip of water or a few puffs 
from a cigarette. 


BERLIN DAILY IS SUSPENDED. 


Lokal Anzieger Is Closed for Three 
Weeks for Government “Insult.” 


BERLIN, Aug. 2.—The first big daily 
Bewspaper to clash with the censorial 
provisions of the new Law for the De- 
fense of the Republic is the Lokal An- 
séiger, which has been placed under 
three weeks’ suspension. 

The newspaper published a dispatch 
from Munich alleen that the Wirth 
Cabinet was working in collusion with 
the Independent Socialists and Com- 
munists for the purpose of installing a 
radical labor Government. ‘The Minis- 
ter of the Interior professed to see in 
the story a studied -insult to the Chan- 
cellor and the Government.

MARION DAVIES LIBEL 
CASES THROWN OU 


Any Possible Effect Nallified by 
Publication of Testimony, 
Says Comt. 


Magistrate George W. Simpson in the 
West Side Court yesterday dismissed 
the criminal HMbel complaint of George 
Van Cleve, brother-in-law of Marion 
Davies, film star, against the editors 
of The Daily News. This complaint 
and others made by Van Cleve against 
the editors of The New York Herald 
and. The Evening Telegram, were the 
outgrowth of stories printed in connec- 
tion with the shooting of Oscar Hirsch 
by. Mrs. Hirsch following a party at the 
Freeport, L. I., home of Reine Davies, 
a sister of Marion, The News story 
stated that the party had been given in 
honor of Marion Davies, who did not 
attend. 

In dismissing the case Magistrate 
Simpson said: 

** Since the close ofthe people’s tes- 
timony last week I have carefully con- 
sidered all the evidence and re-exarhined 
the authorities on criminal libel with 
which I have had considerable famil- 
jarity, because of a series of such pro- 
ceedings that have come before me. I 
have concluded that the offense here 
charged does not rise to the dignity 
of a criminal libel. {£ say this even 
though it has been conclusively estab- 
lished that Marion Davies, a screen star 
of wide repute, was not at the home of 


her sister in Freeport, L. I.’ 
Magistrate Simpson also said that as 


| @ result of the publication of the tetsi- 


mony in the’ case the effect of any pos- 
sible libel on Miss Davies had been nulli- 
fied. The Court, on being assured that 
the pending cases against the other two 
papers were predicated on the same evi- 
dence, dismissed them as against The 
Herald and Evening Telegram and their 
editors. 

In his argument to the Court as to why 
he believed the defendants should be 
held, ‘William Harmon Black, attorney 
for Van Cleve, said: 

*“* Everybody knows that in these days 
the name of a screen star must be above 
reproach. Miss Davies has never ap- 
peared in a salacious photoplay and has 
conducted herself in a praiseworthy 
manner. She was not at the Freeport 
party. nor was it given in her honor.” 


JUSSERAND OFF FOR FRANCE 


Ambassador to Meet Twenty-Six 
Relatives in Family Reunion. 


The French liner Paris, which sailed 
at noon yesterday for Havre, was dec- 
orated fore and aft with bunting in 
honor of Jules Jusserand, the French 
Ambassador, who was one of the passen- 
gers, accompanied by Mme. Jusserand, 
on his annual visit to France. After 
spending a week in Paris, he said that 
he would go to his home in the moun- 


tains northwest of the City of Lyons, 
where there would be a reunion of 


twenty-six members of -his family. 
When asked if he had anything to say 
about the reparations question before 
sailing the French Ambassador replied: 

“* The French feel that a show of good- 


will from the Germans-.would be the 
seen help for the solving of this ques- 
on 

‘We shall pay,’’ he continued with 
emphasis. ‘‘ We borrowed during the 
war $3,000,000,000, but we loaned 15,- 
000,000,000 francs to other countries. I 
trust that the United States will be no 
harder with us than-we are with our 
debtors.”’ 

Allen Wardwell and Allen T. Burns, 
director of the National Information 
Bureau, 1 Madison Avenue, sailed on the 
Paris on their way to Moscow to study 
Russian relief.

American Player Defeats Wim- 
bledon Champion in Straight 
Sets, 6-2, 6-3. 


KINSEY ALSO A SENSATION 


Californian First Disposes of Shim- 
izu and Then Wins From Rice— 
Mrs. Jessup Beaten.

SEABRIGHT, N. J., Aug. 2.—This was 
a day of sensational happenings in the 
continuation of the invitaticn’ tennis 
tournament of the Seabright ‘(Lawn Ten- 
nis and Cricket Club, with the defeat 
of the holder of a world’s title as the 
outstanding. event. 


Gerald L. Patterson, winner of the 
British championship at Wimbledon, to 


which the International Tennis Federa- 
tion attaches the title of world’s cham- 


pion,. was beaten decisively in straight 
sets by Francig T. Hunter, American 
indoor singles champion. The scores 
were even more astonishing than the re- 
sult itself. They were -2, 6-3, and, 
as the two .men played today, the 
figures reflect accurately the difference 
between them. Hunter's superiority was 
sharply defined. At every stage of the 
match the American was the Aus- 
tralian's master. He had the advantage 
in pace, in control and in the manoeu- 
yring for position. He outvolleyed and 
outsmashed him even in service, upon 
which the might of the famous Aus- 
tralian is supposed to depend so largely. 
The American was the stronger player, 

This was only one of the spectacular 
upsets that marked the day’s progress. 
America triumphed oyer Japan when 
Robert Kinsey of California completed 
his unfinished match with Zeénzo Shi- 
mizu victoriously. Then Kinsey in the 
next round defeated a first-ten player 
in Lawrence B. Rice of*Longwood. In 
the women's singles Miss Helen Wills 
of California, national girls’ champion, 
who ranks in the second ten, deféated 
Mrs. Marion Zinderstein Jessup of Wil- 
mington, the No. 3 player, in straight 
sets, 6—4, 7T—5, in one of the fastest 
exhibitions of women's tennis of the 
entire season. 


All Eliminated. 


Every last member of the Australian 
and French Davis Cup teams was elim- 
inated from the tournament at the end 
of the play. It was an unhappy day 


for the foreign contenders all around. 
Besides Patterson, James O. Anderson 
of the Australian team tasted defeat. 
He lost to William M. Johnston of Cali- 
fornia by 6—2, &8—6. 

André H. Gobert, veteran of the 
French team, joined his mates, Henri 
Cochet and Jean Borotra, in defeat, los- 
ing his match with Richard Norris 
Williams 2d of Longwood by 17—15, 6—3. 
This match was continued from yester- 
day at the place where the rain had 
halted it. 

In the doubles Japan triumphed over 
France in one match and an Australian 
combination met disaster in another. 
Shimizu and Selichiro Kashio, who had 
been picked.as this year’s Japanese 
Davis Cup team, but who were obliged 
to withdraw from that competition, beat 
Cochet and Borotra with ease hy 6—3, 
6-1. Patterson was eliminated from the 
doubles as well as the singles. He had 
R, C. Wertheim for his partner and 
they dropped two straight sets to the 
makeshift team of Major Arthur Y.

Hunter Scores With Speed, 
Patterson’s service was fast and his 
first ball was hard to handle, but he 
had few chances to utilize his terrific 
overhead finishing shots. Hunter kept 


the ball low and played it deeply, mak- 
ing it hard for Patterson to get te the 
net and never offering him a set-up. 
But the one thing that beat the Aus- 
tralian more than anything else was his 
opponent's speed in his great strokes, 
The American’s fearsome forehand wal- 
lop was never going better. Everything 
he tried to do with it succeeded.*® His 
control was admirable. Usually he di- 
rected the ball to Patterson’s much-dis- 
cussed backhand, and the result was 
that the Australian was on the defensive 
all the time, 

Hunter was merciless in this attack 
upon his opponent’s left side. Patter- 
son’s backhand was not oor: His 
drives were well made, but they lacked 
punch, and sooner or later Hunter would 
force a reply so weak that he could 
murder the ball. <A _ succession of fero- 
cious forehand wallops by’ Hunter to 
Patterson's left, and then a sudden shift 
to a cross-court drive to his forehand 
would also have the Australfan helpless. 
Hunter passed him repeatedly when the 
Australian tried te eut dewn this ad- 
vantage by taking the net, In addition 
Hunter's service was keeping within the 
lines far ‘better than it has jn his other 
matches this season, and this was a 
tremendous help to him.

While in Paris Mr. Garland attended 
a meeting of the International Olympic 
Committee and: advised the European 
athletic authorities of Los Angeles's at- 
titude with regard to the Olympic games 
scheduled for France in 1924. The Pacific 
Coast official informed the International 
Olympic Committee that Los Angeles 
had made no direct request for the 1924 
meet, but was prepared to conduct the 
games in the event that difficulty was 
encountered in holding he quadrennial 
classic in Paris, to.which city the games 
were awarded following the 1920 Olym- 
pic meet in Antwerp.. Mr. Garland said 
he had been informed that if any diffi- 
culty arose which would prevent the 
games being held in Paris as seheduled 
the French authorities would recommend 
that the 1924 Olympic games be awarded 
to Los Angeles. With regard to the Los 
Angeles international meet next year, 
the Coast official was assured of co- 
operation from European athletic, au- 
thorities in obtaining representative en- 
tries from abroad. 

Secretary Rubien discussed the Far 
West athletic situation as it concerned 
the National A. A. U. track and> field 
championship scheduled for next month 
at Weequabic Park, Newark, N. J., and 
particularly the reports \reaching here 
that prominent Coast athletes, including 
Charley Paddock, the country’s leading 
sprinter, would not make the trip East 
for the title games: The Coast official, 
according to Secretary Rubien, declared 
he would make every effort to have a 
thoroughly representative team from the 
Pacific Coast make the journey Hast for 
the championship games.

Field in 
Brooklyn, Dyckman Oval, the Queens- 
boro A. C. and Rickard’s Arena in Jer- 
sey City all in. operation; in addition to 
the Polo Grounds, local followers of the 


sport .are. promised an abundance of | 


open-air. shows when the new club gets 
into action, 

Just when the Polo Grounds will be 
thrown open as the Republic A. C. was 
not announced. O'Connor declared yes- 
terday that he intended to hold at least 
ohe show before the expiration of the 
current. outdoor season: The date of the 
club's inaugural depends upon the re- 
sults of the pennant races in the Na- 
tional and ‘American Leagues. If either 
the Giants or the Yankees are involved 
in the post-season world's _ series 
struggle, a bout will be‘ booked, accord- 
ing to present plans, for Oct. 14, 15 or 
16. In the event that both local base- 


ball clubs are eliminated from the 
championship race, the Republic A. C.’s 
initial show will be scheduled for an 
earlier date. 


Matchmaker Will Be Engaged. 


O'Connor declined, in advance of the 
receipt of his license, to go into de- 
tails concerning his plans. A match- 
maker for the club, well-known in box- 
ing circles, will be engaged immediate- 


ly upon the’ issuance by the State Ath- 
letic Commission of the club’s license, 
The identity of the matchmaker was-_not 
disclosed, O'Connor contenting himself 
wita stating that ‘“‘he is well known." 

At the office of the National kxhi- 
bition Company, the operating company 
of the Giants, it was said yesterday 
afternoon that nothing was known of 
the proposed club. Secretary Jim 
Tierney,- answering queries in the 
absence of President Charles A. Stone-

The selection of a 
matchmaker will follow the receipt of 
the license and then the club will be 
prepared to enter the boxing field. A 
bout will be held this Fall unless con- 
ditions beyond our control interfere. 
Topnotch boxers will be engaged. In 
fact, when we began operations it is 
planned to arrange matches only be- 
tween the leading boxers.

EASY TREASURY FINANCING, 


The Treasury received offers of 
$1,200,000,000 for its $%800,000,000 
four-year 4% per cents. ‘The books 
are not yet closed on the exchanges of 
Victory 4% per cents. for the mew Ase 
sues. The reduction of the rate by % 
per cent, is a relief to the taxpayers as 
| much as the progress with refunding 
is a. yYelief to the Treasury. The Vic- 
tery notes had- been reduced by about 
one-half. on. June 30, te about. two 
billions, and by New Year’s it is ex- 
pected that no more than one-fourth 
of the issue will remain outstanding, 
That is @ manageable maturity, and 
gives hope that the Treasury's pro- 
gram of refunding $4,500,000,000 of 
short-dated national debt. will te ac- 
complished with ease. \ 

It is a refunding, not a funding. 
‘The United States came out. of the war 
with practieally no floating debt. The 
fleating debts abroad account for the 
chief curreney and budget troubles. It 
is clear that the same dellar cannot 
serve two masters. The funds the 
Treasury jakes business cannot have 
Just new there igs ne hardship in that 
for anybody, Rather the reverse. 
The commercial demand is less than 
the supply, and the Treasury efferings 
lessen the funds otherwise available 
for share pushers. For some months 
there has been a rough correspondence 
between ‘the reduction of commercial 
leans in the Federal system and the 
total of its security holdings, or loans 
on securities. Similar figures are not 
available for ether banks, and we ean- 
not say what propoe?tion of the Treas- 
ury offerings is taken by investors. 
The more the better, for that would 
signify that there would net be to that 
extent a pressure for resale of such 
semi-permanent holdings when the de- 
|mand for commercial money reyives. 

Washington dispatches quote Secre- 
tary MBELON as preferring that Amer- 
ican banks should surrender the ac- 
ceptance business te London rather 
than cempete for it. by lower bank 
rates... In Chicago banks prefer to 
put their funds in Treasury offerings 
rather than to lower commercial rates, 
because they are sure thus of being 
able to finance trade in the great. re- 
vival expected there, Our banks had 
such gad experiences with acceptances 
lin the postwar readjustments that 
emer have reduced their holdings from 
$673,565,000 to $316,755,000,.

What the world owes ALEXANDER 
FRAHAM BELL, 
yesterday, muy be judged from a cal- 


culation made in 1916 that *‘ the Bell leying ehout Gévernment’’ owuseanls 


‘* telephone system carries almost 30,- 
‘© 000,000 messages every day, has 
‘* 10,000,000 subscribers connected by 
** 20,000,000 miles of wires, owns a 
‘* billion dollars' worth ef property and 

‘ employs 200,000 people.’’ These fig- 
ures, already obsolete, merely suggest 
the indispensability of his invention. 
Beyond the power of imagination is 
the number of words spoken every 
hour of the day over the wire that 
‘* dispels the distances, shrinks up the 
spaces.’’ The subject was too big for 
EDWIN MARKHAM when the Medal of 
Honor for Distinguished Public Ser- 
vice was presented to Dr. BELL by the 
New York Civic Forum. 

Mr. BELL was not a business man. 
Others commercialized his discovery, 
j|but every electric speaking telephone 
is based-on the original patent that he 
took out in 1876. Curiously, the world 
is indebted to those afflicted with de- 
ficiencies of speech for the telephone. 
ALEXANDER GRAHAM Bet, like his dis- 
tinguished father, ALEXANDER MEL. 
VILLE Beit of the University of Edin- 
burgh, not only taught the deaf. to 
speak by means of * visible speech,'’ 
but as an elccutionist he trained the} 
defectives to express themselves.

telephone. He was an inventor of the 
gramophone, and for nearly twenty 
years was engaged in aeronautics. As- 
sociated with Glenn H. Curtiss. and 
others whose names are now “known 
wherever airplanes fly, he pinned his 
faith in the efficacy for aviation of the 
tetrahedral cell, which never achieved 
the success he saw for it in aviation, but 
as a by-product of his study he cestab- 
lished an important new principle in 
architecture. 

Up to the time of his death Dr. Bell 
took the deepest interest in aviation. 
Upon his return from a tour of the 
European countries in 1909 he reported 
that the continental nations -were far 
ahead of America in aviation and urged 
that steps be taken to keep apace of 
them. He predicted in 1916 that the 
great war would be won in the air. It 
was always a theory of his that flying 
machines could make ever so much 
more speed at great heights, in rarefied 
atmosphere, and he often said that the 
transatlantic faght would be some time 
made in one day, a prediction which he 
lived to see fulfilled.

Was Dean of the School of Fine 
_ Arts and Won Awards for 
Paintings. 


Professor William Sergeant Kendall, 
former dean of the Yale School of Fine 
Arts, whose divorce became known on 
July 24, was married yesterday to Miss 
Christine Herter, a former student in 
the Yale School of Fine Arts. The mar- 
riage took place at Edgehill, Scarbor- 
ough-on-Hudson, ‘the home of the bride’s 
mother, Mrs. Henry Drysdale Dakin, 
who refused last night to discuss the 
wedding. 

The first intimation that Professor 
Kendall intended to remarry came yes- 
terday, morning in the announcement by 
City Clerk Michael J. Cruise that late 
on Tuesday night he had issued a li- 
cense to Professor Kendall and Miss 
Herter. Miss Herter gave her age as 
31 and her address as 30 East Sixty- 
eighth Street. Mr. Kendall gave his age 
as 53 and his address as .58 Trumbull 
Streét, New Haven, Conn. ; 

Miss Herter was a’ student in the Yale 
School of Fine Arts in 1914-1915 and 
received the degree of Bachelor of Fine 
Arts after one year of study. Professor 
Kendall became dean of the school in 
19138 and served until his sudden resig- 
nation last Spring. Yale University of- 
ficials yesterday denied that they knew 
of the domestic entanglements of Pro- 
fessor Kendall and insisted that his 
resignation was voluntary. 

Professor Kendall’s resignation creat- 
ed surprise because it came in the mid- 
dle of the school year and took effect 
immediately. No Yale Dean, as far as 
could be learned, ever before resigned 
and left his post in the middle of a 
school year. 

When news was first pubHshed in this 
country, nine days ago, that the first 
Mrs, Kendal! had obtained a divorce in 
Paris, the former Dean asserted that!

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SENATOR CROW DIES 
AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


Pennsylvania Political Leader 
Succumbs to Anemia at 
Fifty-Two. Years. 


ENTERED SENATE BUT ONCE 


Served Many Years in State Legis- 
lature—Major Reed May 
Succeed Him. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., Aug. 2.—United 
States Senator William E. Crow died at 
his country home in the mountains near 
here this morning. He was 52 years old. 

Senator Crow was taken ill three years 
ago. He was taken to a Pittsburgh hos- 
pital last December, but not until a few 
months ago did his physicians announce 
that he was suffcring from pernicious 


anemia and that it had been necessary 
to resort to blood -transfusion. He had 
so far recovered in May that he was 
removed to his Summer home, Chalk 
Cliff, in the Allegheny Mountains. im- 
provement, however, was only tempor- 
ary and additional transfusions were 
of/no avail, 

Witiliam Evans Crow was born on a 
farm in Fayette County, afterward the 
eentre of the Pennsyivania coke indus- 
try, on March 10, 1870. He was edu- 
cated in the country schools and at the| 
Pennsylvania State Normal School at} 
California, Pa. After serving as a 
teacher for two years, he became a 
newspaper reporter in Pittsburgh. He 
abandoned this field for Uniontown, 
where he became editor of:The Union- 
town Standard in 1894. 

He studied law and in 1895 wes ad- 
mitted to the Fayette County bar. He 
had always been interested in county 
politics and so6n was’ appointed an 
Assistant District Attorney. Within 
three years he was elected. District At- 
torney, perhaps the youngest man ever 
chosen to that office in Western Penn- 
sylvania. 

Always a Republican in politics, Mr. 
Crow in 1895 was made Secretary of the 
Republican County Committee and ele- 
vated to the chairmanship four years 
pe ty 





met his first political revers> in 
1902, when he was defeated for tate 
Senator. This he overcame in 1806, anl 
from that time until his appvintarent 
by Governor. Sproul to succeed the jate 
Philander C. Knox in the United States 
Senate he was continuously a member 
of the Pennsylvania upper  legisiacive 
body. So successful was he as 12 pdli- 
tical leader that in 1909 he was made 
Chairman of the Republican State ¢vci::- 
mittee. He was a powerful factor in the 
councils of his party. 

Senutor Crow became so ill afte: his 
appointment to the United States Senate 
that his only appearance in the Capitol 
was the day on which he took the vath 
of office. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2.—The death 
of Senator. Crow makes the third va- 
cancy in the United States Senate from 
Pennsylvania within ten months. Sen- 
ator P. C. Knox died on Oct. 12 last and 
Senator Boies Penrose on New Year's 
eve. 

Senator Crow was appointed by Gov-/| 
ernor Sproul to fill the Knox vacancy} 
until a successor was elected in Novem-| 
ber.

Action of Union Is Based on Re- 
ported Move to Cut Wages 
10 Per Cent. 


ASKED INCREASE IN SCALE 


Theatre Owners Say Pay is Not Real 
Motive—-See No Cause for 
Walkout. 


New York moving picture operators 
who are members of the Moving Picture 
Machine Operators’ Protective Union, 
Local 306, will go on strike on Sept. 1, 
when their contract with the théatre 
owners expires. A statement to this 
effect was-given out by the union yes- 
terday. 

The reasons for the proposed strike 
are given in the following statement: 
*“* Basing their action on the fact that a 
telegram was sent out generally to its 
Members by the Theatre Owners’ m- 
ber of Commerce instructing them that 
Wage scale negotiations were at an end, 
@md because no formal notice of this 
action was communicated to Moving Pic- 
ture Machine Operators Local 306 Wage 
Scale Committee, the: operators, at a 
meeting attended by practically the full 
membership, héld in Mansion House, St. 
Mark’s Place, today, unanimously voted 
to strike on Sept. 1, which date marks 
the expiration of their present contract 
with exhibitors. 

“An additional resolution was passed 
whereby the salary of President Samuel 
Kaplan was increased by $5,000. * * * 
It had been hinted that Mr. Kaplan’s 
personal business, that of motion picture 
accessory dealer, was being boycotted 
because of his. union activities, and the 
salary raise was ordered as a means of 
compensating him.” e 

In reply to this statement, an official 
of the Theatre Owners’ Chamber of 
Commerce said: ‘‘ Neither the 10 per 
cent. increase in wages demanded by 
the operators, nor the 10 per cent. re- 
duction demanded by the exhibitors is 
the real motive back of this threatened 
strike. There is something else which 
I cannot go into now. So far as I can 


gee, we have given the -operators no 
cause for striking.

FREEHOLD, N. J., Aug. 2.—James 
Ayres, who on Monday of last wéek 
robbed the genéral store and Post Office 
at Little Silver, N. J., and who the 
followihg night shot County Detective J. 
B. Rue through the left hand, was sen- 
tenced to from fourteen to twenty-two 
years in prison by County Judge Law- 
rence here today. 

Because it took a posse of several 
hundred armed citizens, members of the 
State Police and local police, including 
two fire companies, to capture Ayres by 
bombarding with water a vacant house 
in which Ayrés was sorting mail he had 
stolen, unusual precautions were taken 
during his trial and when hé was brought 
into court today. The firemen finally 
drove Ayres from the house with hose, 
It will be recalled that he attempted 
to escape from thé Monriouth County 
Jail while awaiting trial. 

Throughout the trial Court Officer 
Barney Seltman sat beside Ayrés with a 
grip on the handeuffs. on Ayres’s left 
wrist, and sat beside him in the same 
position when the prisoner took the wit-, 
néss stand, Ayres was convicted of 


atrocious assault and battery with in- 
tent to kill, of breaking and entering 
and grand Jareeny, and he pleaded guilty 
to a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons. 

After hé “was sentenced Ayrés was 
taken to Trenton in an automobile by 
Warden Cashion and Court Officer Seit- 
man, but before he left thé courtroom 
the convict stepped up to Assistant 
Prosecutor John, J. Quinn and said:

CROWD OF’500 AT AUCTION 


Bidding Perfunctory Except When 
Attorney G. F. Lewis Tried to Buy 
Claim Against Himself. 


The Stutz stock and other securities of 
Allan A. Ryan sold at auction“yesterday 
brought $3,615,791. They were collateral 
in banks to secure loans of about $14,- 
000,000. The Guaranty Trust Company, 
the largest of the secured creditors, 
bought in practically all the Stutz and 
with it: the control of that corporation. 
‘George L. Burr, Vice President of the 
Guaranty Trust Company, was the suc- 
cessful bidder for all but 1,500 of the 
134,414 1-3 shares of Stutz put up by 
Ryan as collateral. The Stutz stock sold 
for $20 a share, compared with the peak 
price of $701, which it reached when 
Ryan engineered the famous Stutz cor- 
ner two years ago. 

The auction was conducted by Adrian 
H. Muller & Son, at the direction of 
the Guaranty Trust Company, The Law- 
yers’» Title and Trust Company, the 
Chase National Bank, the Chase Securi- 
ties Corporation, the Empire Trust Com- 
pany and the Mechanrcs and Metals 


Bank, the principal banking creditors. 
Of the proceeds of the sale, $3,087,418 
Was derived from the sale of securities 
offered for the acocunt of the ‘‘ Guar- 
anty Trust Company:.of New York, in- 
dividually and‘or as Trustee”’ and |

The sale 
attracted an audience of 500, including 
George F. Lewis, personal attorney for 
Allan A. Ryan, and representatives Of 
banks, \brokerage firms, private banking 
institutions and individuals whd attena 
such sales in the hope of picking up 
ba’ Jains. 


Mr. Burr the Big Bidder. 


In Sront of the auctioneer’s stand was 
a table at which sat Vice Pregident Burr 
of the Guaranty Trust, as well as Mr. 
Lewis. and representatives of other 


banks: \The procedure was in decided 
contrast with the previous occasion 
when Stutz stock was offered by the 
same auctioneer following the suspeu- 
sion of the shares from’ trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange and’ when 
the short bid it up to $701. Of the sixty- 
five lots of securities and claims offered 
for sale Mr. Burr bid in all but six for 
the Guaranty Trust. The first block of 
Stutz was 4,500 shares. The first bid 
was $15 a share. This was immediately 
raised to $20 a share, and with. littl 
hesitation the auctioneer pounded his 
gavel and announced the block sold. In 
most of the other blocks offered bids 
started around $19 and were imme- 
diately closed at $20 a share. 

In all 134,414 1-3 shares of Stutz were 
offered. It brought a total of $2,688,280. 
All but 1,500 shares, bought in by the 
Empire Trust Company for $30,000, was 
taken by the Guaranty Trust.

COURT DENIES BANTON 
USE OF FULLER BOOKS 


Stipulation Made by Brokers 
When They Failed Upheld 
by Judge Hand. 


Access to the books of E. M. Fuller 
& Co., the brokerage firm which failed 
several weeks ago with liabilities of 
nearly $5,000,000 and assets of little 
more than $100,000, was denied to Dis- 
trict Attorney Banton yesterday by 
Judge A. N. Hand in the Federal Court. 
The books will remain in the custody of 
Samuel Strasbourger, Federal receiver 
for the bankrupt firm. Edward M. Fuller 


and William F. McGee, who composed 
the .firm, stipulated that when they 
failed the books and other records of 
the firm were to be used only in the 
bankruptcy proceedings. Mr. Ban- 
ton declared that he would appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court. Judge 
Hand in his opinion, said: 

‘(This is a motion to restrain the re- 
ceiver from turning over the bodks to 
the New York County District Attorney 
or County Grand Jury in response to 
a subpoena. It is argued that this 
court is without jurisdiction to grant 
the relief prayed for and that the ques- 
tion must be raised in the State Court. 
I. do not think this is so. 

“The books got into the possession of 
the receiver with all the © bankrupt’s 
rights reserved, and the receiver only 
held them to aid his civil administra- 
tion. When it is meant to use them 
in a criminal proceeding this Court is 
bound to see that the bankrupt’s run 
no risk of losing the privilege which 
was guaranteed upon their surrender of 
the books and that their contents are 
not disclosed. to the authorities en- 
trusted with enforcing the criminal law. 
The only way to be sure that this is 
done is to see that they are retained. 

Assistant District Attorney - Felix. C. 
Benvanga argued against the motion on 
behalf of Mr. Banton at a pearing 
about a week ago. Arthur’ Garfiel 
Hays appeared in behalf of the motion.

Trains in West Side Subway of 
|. R. T. Stopped 17 Min- 
utes in Morning. 


JAMS HALT NEWARK LINE 


Schooner and Scowes Keep Draw- 
bridge Open, Twice Delaying 
New York Traffic. 


Transit operations were nalted yester- 
day by one block on the Interborough 
Rapid Transit west. side subway, and 
by two on the. Hudson’ & Manhattan 
Railroad between New York and New- 
ark. The first block, that of the Inter- 
borough, occurred in the mrning rush 
hour, and in consequence thousands of 
passéngers were late in reporting for 
business. 

The last two blocks, those of the Hud- 
son Tubes, occurred in the rush hour. of 
the evening, when thousands of passen- 
gers bound to Newark or from Newark 
to New York were held up. The block 
on the Hudson Tubes did not interrupt 
local service between New York, Jer- 
sey City and Hoboken. 

The block on the Interborough system 
was caused by trouble with the switch- 
ing equipment at Chambers Street. — It 
began at 9:50 o’clock and ended at 10:07, 
according to an official report of the In- 
terborough operating officials. - 

The trouble on the Hudson & Manhat- 
tan Railroad started at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when a schooner and a tug 
got jammed’ ‘between the piers of the 
drawbridge over the Hackensack River. 
They» were stuck for thirty minutes, 
during which time no trains moved on 
that branch, pf the system. The draw 
was put out of. commission a second 
time soon afterward, when two scows 
got stuck between the piers. 

When the second block occurred it 
required only a few minutes to release 
the imprisoned scows, and within five 
to ten minutes the draw was closed and 
operations on the Hudson & Manhattan 
Railroad to and from Newark were re- 
sumed. 

Over that branch of the system opera- 
tions are conducted jointly by the Hud- 
son & Manhattan and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Companies. At the offices of 
the former corapany it was explained 
last night that the operation of the 
drawbridge was under supervision of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and for that 
reason no official report on the trouble 
could be furnished by the tube officials. 

Although the block on the west side 
line of the Interborough was reported 
to have lasted for only seventeen min- 


utes, the effect was relt much longer, 
for trains were caught in the jam as 
far north as Times Square, and it re- 
quired ne&arly an hour to straighten out 
the traffic tangie. 

The trouble originated where the ex- 
press trains from the Bronx are switched 
over to the local tracks to continue to 
the South Ferry terminal. On the trains 
caught between stations the passengers 
showed no signs of alarm. 


DRIVES PLANE INTO TREE 
TO SAVE WOMEN’S LIVES 


American Aviator and Companion 
Are Badly Hurt Avoiding 
Mexican Peasants. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 2 (Associated 
Press).—In order to save the lives of two 
peasant women with babies in their 
arms, Colonel Rafael O’Neil, an Ameri- 
can, today drove his airplane into a tree, 
demolishing it. O’Neil, who is head in- 
structor of the Federal aviation school, 
and Antonio ‘Rivera, acting director of 
the school, who was in the plane with 
O'Neil, were badly injured.

IN CHINATOWN RAID| 


Dry Agents Uncover $60,000 
of ‘‘Ngka Py’ in Tea Chests 
and 150 Cases of Whisky. 


STILLBLAST CAUSES ADEATH 


Lieutenant Duffy, Who Was Burned 
Making Arrest, Succumbs——Own- 
ers Held for Death. 


A cellar at 24 Mott Street, used as a 

storeroom by a Chinese import and ex- 
port firm, yielded Hquors worth more 
than $60,000 when six prohibition agents 
searched it yesterday under the author- 
ity ‘of a Federal warrant. One lot of 
172. cases is believed to be part of an ex- 
port shipment’ that was removed from a 
steamer ‘after it had been consigned 
to Constantinople. 
. Chinatown-was just beginning to stir 
yesterday morning when the six agents 
~—Fasselli, Garson, Hann, Saver, Gruen- 
wald and Fassullo--appeared. The cellar, 
according to information that they had 
received, was used.as a storeroom by 
Yoing Chong | -.& Co., importers 
and exporters, at 34 Mott Street. Among 
the stores in the cellar the agents came 
upon a number of tea chests of more 
than the usual size and weight. Ripped 
open, the chests, 172 In number, were 
found to contain stone jars filled with 
“‘ngka py,’’ or Chinese whisky, worth 
$14 a bottle. 

The liquor, the prohibition officers 
found, was the same kind as part of 
a shipmént last month aboard the 
steamer Lebanon, which was confiscated 
on the assumption that it was intended 
to divert the shipment back into this 
country. 

Beside the 172 cases the agents found 
150 cases more of whisky, which they 
said was 96 proof. 

When the warehouse trucks arrived 
to take the liquor away, Chinese and 
whites. of all ages swarmed about the 
place and watched the loading. The 
Orientals viewed the proceeding with a 
calmness born of centuries of fatalism 
and made no effort-to interfere. 

Summonses were left for Yoing Chong 
& Co. as a firm and for Zing Chong, 
an individual, answerable before United 
States Commissioner Hitchcock tomor- 
row. 

An elderly man standing near “ boot- 
leggers’ curb,” at Mulberry and Broome 
Streets, was searched yesterday by De- 
tective Fiaschetti of the Italian squad, 
and thousanas of stolen Government 
liquor blanks were found in his pockets. 
About .4,000 of these blanks had been 
stolen in May from the offices of In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner Haynes 
in Washington. 

In addition to the forms, the prisoner 
had printed proofs of counterfeit pre- 


scription, blanks and sample sheets of 
waisrnmeyked paper of the internal 
Revenue Bureau. He was held in $10,-

The single emphatic 
movement of values was in the German 
mark, which fell to 11%-one hundredths 
of a cént, as compared with thé previous 
low figure of 14% and with 19% a week 
ago. In yesterday’s rapid decline it is 
probable enough that the British note 
was a cause to this extent, ‘that it has 
led directly and not illogically to reiter- 
ation of the French objections to re- 
ducing the reparations payments. 

From the report on railway car load- 
ings in the third week of July an idea 
may be obtained of the traffic moving 
despite the shopmen’s strike. If coal 
cars are eliminated, the week’s loadings 
are shown alniost to have touched the 
highest weekly record. But it is the Ge- 
crease of 1,274 coal car loadings as 
compared with the preceding week 


on the public mind. The midweek re- 
views of conditions in the steel trade, 
published yesterday, provided some 
means of measuring the effect of the 
cecal strike cn industry. The Iron Age 
reports decrease of twenty-one in the 
number of active iron furnaces during 
July, or more than 10 per cent. 

Thirteen of these were blown out last 
week, and the United States Steel Cor- 
poration’s output of steel, which was 
70 per cent. of capacity at the begin- 
ning of the week, had fallen to 60. The 
country’s average daily iron production 
in July is shown to have decréased 1,280 
tons. This decrease is not formidable 
in itself; in several months last Sum- 
mer the decrease ranged between 4,000 
and 8,000 tons. But the daily capacity 
of furnaces in biast on Aug. 1 was less 
by 7,421 tons than the average daily 
output of last month, and the cumu- 
lative effects of the fuel shortage are 
yet to be experienced.

--MORE FREIGHT CARS IDLE. 


15.1 Per Cent. of 2,258,267 on Line 
Need Repairs. 


Idle freight cars on July 15 totaled 
417,029, an increase of 11,909 compared 
with July 8. according to reports just is- 
sued by the Car Service Division of the 
American Railway. Association. Of the 
total, 233,029 were surplus freight cars, 
that is, cars in good repair in excess of 
current freight requirements, which was 
a decrease of 6,131 cars within a week, 
while the remaining 184,000 were freight 
cars in bad order in excess of the nor- 
mal number unfit for service. 


‘ Surplus box cars totaled 51,683, a re- 
duction within:a week of 9,384; while 
surplus coal cars totaled 151,727, an. mn- 
crease of 4,984 within-the. same period. 
Surplus coke cars amounted to 3,902, an 
increase within a week-;of 86, but there 
was a reduction of 10,605 in the number 
of surplus stock cars. . 

Of the 2,258,267 freight cars on line, 
342,079, or 15.1 per cent., were in need 
of repairs on July 15,.against 324,585, 
or 14.3 per cent., on July 1. “This was 
an increase during that period of 17,496 
cars,. Allowing 7 per cent, of the cars 
on line as the normal number unfit for 
service would leave 184,000 as the num- 
ber unfit for service and idle because 
of business conditions, | 5”

showed a decrease of 67,294 cars. Omit- 
ting coal loadings, the report showed 
that the loading of all other commodities 
during the week of July 22 totaled 785,- 
064 cars, an increase’ over’ the total for 
the same commodities during the same 
week two years ago of 58,236 cars.

RESUMED ON COTTON 


European and Southern Offer- 
ings Depress Prices From 
48 to 55 Points. 


Trade interests generally seemed’ to 


be skeptical over Government -figures | 


and as a result, prices lost half a cent 
yesterday. Though the weekly sum- 
mary indicated less favorable progress 
where dry weather has commenced to 
affect growth and fruiting, there was 
too much cotton for sale.all day. Eu- 
ropean, Southern and certain local inter- 
ests sold heavily, closing prices at the 
bottom. Unsettled foreign and domestic 
conditions restrained buyers, leaving 
sentiment lacking in confidence on 
either side of the account. Highest 
temperatures of the year prevailed in 
Western’ regions, Final quotations 
showed a loss of 48 to 55 points. 

Selling pressure started the last hour 
Tuesday continued during the morning. 
Liverpool declined about $2 a bale 
‘which increased weight of contracts on 
the local market. At times nearly every 
broker in the ring had orders to sell 
and scale buying failed to prevent re- 
cession. After opening a few ‘points 
lower, a steady downward movement oc- 
curred until a loss of 40 points. had 
been registered. This brought quota- 
tions a full cent from high figures of 
the advance. Below 22 cents for near 
positions somewhat better support de- 
veloped, in great measure due to 
drought in the southwest and reports 
of boil weevil damage from widely scat- 
tered regions. As the plant is. now at 
its most critical stage, continued lack 
of moisture over a large part of both 
Texas and Oklahoma. will soon. start 
deterioration. For this reason operators 
were not disposed to take the selling 
side, contracts being mainly supplied 
by previous buyers or Southern interests 
as hedges against the growing crop. A 
decline in securities early and less en- 
couraging labor developments influenced 
sentiment by preventing general buying 
rather than through active operations 
for a decline. 

The weekly weather summary reflected 
damage from dry weather where lack 
of moisture has begun to wilt the plant. 
As prediction failed to hold out hope of 
early relief, operators were more in- 
clined to support the market around 
midday. A recovery of 20 points fol- 
lowed though volume of business was 
not large on the upturn. Weather in 
Texas was hot. Out of forty-two sta- 
tions reporting, thirty-three ranged from 
100 to 110 while only ‘four stations in 
Oklahoma reported temperatures under 
100. An inch of rain fell at one point 
in Eastern Texas. The market reflect- 
ed grewing nervousness with. -price 
changes erratic. October lost most of 
its premium as a direct result of re- 
ports that demand for early cotton was 
not aggressive. European conditions are 
not such as to start general export 
business, and interest is centered in the 
attitude of mills when cotton begins to 
move in volume. Tuesday’s report at- 
tracted so little contract business from 
trade sources that uncertainty over the 
immediate course of prices was aug- 
mented.

| July Failures Down 5.3 Per Cent. 
From June and 42 Per Cent. 
From January. 


Business failures in the United States 
during the month of July recorded an- 
| other reduction compared with previous 
| months, according to Bradstreet’s rec- 
ords. Suspensions numbered $1,568, a 
| decrease of 5.3 per cent. from June and 
|42 per cent. from the peak month of 
January this year. The total is still 5.1 
| per cent. above that of July last year. 

‘“‘Compared with July, 1920, this year’s 
total is more than two and a half times 


|} as large,’’ says the agency, ‘‘ and it is 

almost four times the total of July, 1919, 
| when failures were at their lowest ebb 
| for a third of a century. The July fail- 
| ure total, however, is the smallest for 
any month in a full year, or since July 
last year. July liabilities totaled $42,- 
| 145,545, an increase of 9.6 per cent, over 
June, but 40 per cent. less than those of 
| July a year ago, and the smallest 
monthly total, June excepted, since Oc- 
tober, 1920. 

‘‘What July is perhaps most notable 
for, however, is that in that. month the 
1922 total of abilities, $436,317;285, fell 
behind that of 1921 by 4.3 per cent., 
though the failures for seven months 
(14,044) as shown in the accompanying 
tables were still 33.1 per cent. larger 
than the high record total of 1921. : 

‘*The South in July, as in many 
months past, furnished the largest total 
of casualties, exceeding those of the 
Middle Atlantic States group. The 
Western and Northwestern States 
showed decreases in number from July 
a year ago, but the other groups showed 
increases in number, whereas in liabili- 
|ties every group showed decreases from 
July, 1921.’’

IRON OUTPUT IN JULY. 


Daily Average 1,280 Tons Below 
June, but 49,532 Above 1921. 


The Iron Age reports the country’s pig 
iron production in the thirty-one days 
of July at 2,400,045 tons, or 77,421 tons 
per day, against 2,361,028 tons for the 
|thirty days of June, or 78,701 tons per 
day. Merchant furnaces were hit hard- 


est, their loss being nearly 1,100 tons 
per day, while steel works furnaces. held 
nearly up to the June rate. 

The 171 furnaces in blast Aug. 1 had 
a eapacity of about 70,000 tons per day, 
as against 81,845 tons per day for 192 
furnaces on July 1. Since July ended 
other furnaces have been compelled to 
bank, and with still others the uncer- 
tainties of getting coke are likely soon 
to be the certainty of not getting it.

Although the relapse in cotton yes- 
terday had no adverse effect on gray 
gocds prices in this market, it slowed 
up trading to no small extent. Nearby 
business was dcne in staple printcloths 
during the day at full figures, but it 
was by no means as large as on Tues- 
day. Sales included 39-inch 68-72s and 
88%-inch 64-60s at 9% and 85 cents, 
respectively, and some 38%44-inch 60-48s 
at 7% cents. Second hand prices coin- 
cided generaily with first hands’ ideas 
of values throughout the day. Sheetings 
were inactive but firm on the basis of 
9% cents for 37-inch 48-square four- 
yard: goods and 8% cents for 36-inch 
five-yard cloths. Sateens were firmly 
held, with 13% cents the best that could 
be done on 34-inch 4.20s. 
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Skirt Buying for Fall. 


Fall buying of skirts is still slow. A 
small number of buyers has been in the 
market during the past week. Those 
who have come have bought sparingly 
as yet, saying they were coming back 
into the market a little later. Manu- 
facturers expect to see a large increase 
in buying during the next two weeks. 
The popularity of the sports skirt dur- 
ing the Spring and Summer season has 
been marked and this is expected to 
ccentinue during the coming’ season. 
Novelty effects are very prominent in 
the lines now being shown. Pleats are 
being featured largely, although the 
straightline skirt is also finding some 
cemand. Combination eponge and pru- 
nella patterns are conspicuous. Plain 
dark eponges are also being shown. The 
call for staples is only fair.

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Awaiting Fur Sales Results. 

Although there is some business being 
done from day to day in the local mar- 
ket for raw furs, merchants are await- 
ing reports concerning the success of 
the August retail sales with a good deal 
of interest. On the success of these 
events will depend to a considerable ex- 
tent the raw fur business to be done 
during the next several weeks. In view 
of the fact that the retailers are push- 
ing their sales hard, the outlook for a 
better movement of raw furs in the near 
future {s regarded bright. The season's 
big four—raccoon, muskrat, wolf and 
beaver—continue to dominate the de- 
mand there is at the moment, with squir- 
rel coming stronger. Skunk and opos- 
sum also are better thought of, and the 
same is true of marten and the general 
run of foxes. Mink continues quiet,

These numbers in 
Department 4 represent coating fabrics 
which have been extremely popular with 
the garment trade and which, at the 
time of the opening of the lines last 
Monday, it was predicted would be 
speedily withdrawn from sale.

Lasker of the Shipping Board announced 
today the resignationgof Vice Presi- 
dents Farley and Kimball from the 
kimergency Fleet Corporation and the 
reorganization of that body with Vice 
President Smull as President and Vice 


President Love as Vice President and 
General Manager. 


The resignations of Vice Presidents 
Farley and Kimball, which carried also 


their resignation from the office of 
trustees, of the corporation, were said 
to have been filed for personal reasons, 
both men having expressed a desire to 
return to private business. Notice of 
withdrawal of certain other officials 
was filed some time ago, Mr. Lasker 
said, but on the personal intervention of 
resident Harding-they had agreed to re- 
main until the fate of the ship subsidy 
bill, now pending in Congress, had been 
determined. 

Reports have been current that 
changes in the official personnel of the 
corporation were in prospect since the 
enactment of legislation limiting the 
high-salaried positions of the organiza- 
tion to six at $25,000 a year. Prior to 
this action four officials of the corpora- 
tion each drew $35,000 annually.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 2.—Although 
the _Government’s condition average 
issued yesterday was a surprise to the 
cotton trade here, it was less a surprise 
probably than it was in the Northern 
market, as conservative expectations in 
New Orleans were in the neighborhood 
of 72, as against an expectatton of over 
73 in New York. A condition average of 
70.8 was still lower than even the most 
bullish had anticipated, as it meant a 
deterioration during the last month, 
when the character of the weather, 
which was generall favorable, and the 
average of private forecasts led to hopes 
of a small improvement. 

It is regarded as certain that the Gov- 
ernment gave greater consideration to 
the damage already done by the boll 
weevil than private authorities hud 
given. The Government’s supplementary 
reports as to acreage abandonment and 
boll weevil infestation were regarded a 
unsatisfactory, as the date proved not 
comprehensive enough. The statement 
that the percentage of probable aban- 
donment of 7 per cent. had already been 
accounted for in the Government 
acreage estimate of July 3, was some- 
what mystifying. 

Whatever the feeling with respect to 
the Government report, it will be gen- 
erally accepted as the basis of calcula- 
tion for the rest of the season. With 
an indicated yield based on present con- 
ditions of 11,849,000 bales, with linters 
included, and a carry-over of only 
4,904,000, according to Secretary Hester 
of the New Orleans Cottage Exchange, 
there is an available supply apparent 
for next season of only 16,753,000 bales. 

It is regarded as certain that the con- 
sumption of American cotton during the 
season just opening will reach 13,000,000 
bales, which would leave a carry-over 
at the close of next July of only 3,753,- 
| 000 bales. As a carry-over of 5,000,000 
bales is considered essential to main- 
tain reserves at proper figures, it is evi- 
| dent that the outlook is for a supply 
; nen below what the trade will nor- 
}mally need without cutting down re- 
| serves to a famine basis. 


The great importance of the Govern- 
ment’s statement that the weevil infes- 
| tation extends to from 71 to 80 per cent. 
| of the crop can be appreciated when one 
reflects that it is during the coming six 
|weeks that the weevils usually do the 
most damage. Hence, unless weather 
|conditions from now on prove to be 
| unusually favorable, there is every pros- 
pect that the indicated crop a month 
hence will be even smaller than is now 
indicated. 

The new season opens with stocks in 
the interior, at the ports and in foreign 
concentration centres as well as in re- 
serves of mills at the lowest figures 
known in years. Hence there is pretty 
certain to be an urgent demand for the 
|new crop when it begins to move in 
| volume. 

The trade has been depending largely 
}on a good crop in Texas and Oklahoma 
‘to offset the admittedly unpromising 
yield of the Eastern belt. Should the 
existing dry spell in the West, accom- 
panied as it is by excessive tempera- 
tures ranging from 100 to 110 degrees, 
|continue much longer, the crop in the 
West is certain to deteriorate materially, 
| greatly cutting down the promise of even 
the moderate yield now indicated by the 
{Government's report of Tuesday.

TUNNEL PLAN BEST, 
WHALEN ONCE SAID 


His Present Stand for East 
River Bridge Opposes 
Former. Finding. 


HIS PLEA OF COST REFUTED 


Three Two-Tube 
Built for Same Amount as One 


Tunnels Can Be 


Bridge, Figures Show.

Discussing on Tuesday his plan for 
building a new bridge over the East 
River instead of a vehicular tunnel un- 
der it, Grover A. Whalen, Commissioner 
of Plant and Structures, explained that 
he favored bridges because their capac- 
ity was much greater than tunnels, and 
that he was opposed to tunnels also be- 
cause it was impossible to clear them 
*of dangerous gases escaping from motor 
vehicles. Mr. Whalen is a member ,of 
the New York and New Jersey Vehicu- 
lar Tunnel Commission, which is now 
building a vehicular tumnel under the 
Hudson River. 

The question of ventilating the tunnel 
Was one of the most serious problems 
facing the commission, ‘and experts of 
the United States Government, of vari- 
ous universities and 
made a systematic study of it. 
a@ system was developed by 
tunnel could be thoroughly 
end kept free of dangerous fumes after 
éxperiments costing about $160,000. 

At the end of the tests Clifford M. 
Holland, chief engineer of the Tunnel 
Commission, submitted to the New York 
commission a report in which he stated 


that the tests had been highly success- 
ful, that the experiments had been so 
thorough that they would remain as a 
permanent solution of similar problems, 
and that ‘“‘ after years of experience en- 
gineers appear to be disposed to favor 
the use of tunnels as a means of cross- 
ing rivers and other natural barriers.”’ 
This report was signed by Mr. Whalen 
along with the other members of the 
commission. Other parts of the report 
read: 

“These experiments have proved to a 
scientific certainty, first, that the tun- 
nels can be propérly ventilated, and 
that the operation of the ventilating 
equipment will not be unduly expensive 
or an unduly burdensome charge on the 
operation of the tunnels. The commis- 
sions believe that this work has been 
done so thoroughly that it will not be 
necessary to go over this ground again.’’ 

Mr. Whalen’s recént statement that 
Bridges were cheaper than tunnels be- 
cause of their greater capacity is re- 
futed by other records in the office of 
the commission. These show that a 
bridge across the Hudson River would 
cost from $250,000.000 to $300,000,000, 
and that the cost of a thirty-foot tunnel 
with two tubes would be about $28,000,- 
000. Yn other words, at least nine tun- 
nels could be built for the cost of one 
bridge, the tunnels would have more 
capacity than the bridge and they would 
render greater service, because they 
eould be dadistributed at various points 
along the river fronts. 

It has been estimated that 
sover the East River, on plans suggest- 
ed by Mr. Whalen, would cost $270,000,- 
000, and that three two-tube tunnels 
with even greater capacity coul@ be 
constructed for the same amount. "One 
of the foremost engineers in tunnel 
building said that a vehicular tunnel 
under the East River would not cost 
more than $15,000,000 or $16,000,000. 

Mr. Whalen was asked late yesterday 
if he had any comment to make on the 
information obtained regarding bridge 
building versus tunnel building. He re- 

lied that he saw no reason for chang- 
ng his position ,and added: 

‘*T believe that we ought to wait until 
the vehicular tunnel is built before de- 
ciding whether the ventilating system 
will work. Twenty-eight million dollars 
{fs enough to spend in trying out that 
scheme before embarking on another 
similar venture,’’

SHELL SHOCK VICTIM FLEES. 


Ex-Soldier, Denied Freedom From 
Bellevue, Caught After Chase. 


Harry Hallier, an ex-soldier suffering 
from shell shock, was taken before Su- 
preme Court Justice Lydon yesterday in 
his chambers in the Emigrant Bank 
Building in a proceeding on a writ which 
Hallier sought to obtain his release 
from the Bellevue psychopathic ward. 
He was attended by a physician and 
‘nurse. Several Supreme Court attend- 
ants were also in the room. 

Justice Lydon directed that the sick 
soldier be returned to Bellevue. When 
Hallier heard the ruling he dashed from 
the room on the eleventh floor of the 
bank building, ran up the stairs to the 
thirteenth floor and then down another 
flight of stairs to Chambers Street. He 


was pursued by a crowd by the time he 
reached the street, where he knocked 
down a young woman and continued 
running until he was caught by a traffic 
policeman at Centre Street. He cried, 

That woman was the cause of: it all,”’ 
when he was put into a patrol wagon 
and sent back to Bellevue. 

Hallier, who is 31 years old, was sent 
to the hospital by his wife, Margaret 
Hallier, for observation on July 21. He 
insisted to Justice Lydon that his wife 
** railroaded ’’ him to the hospital and 
that he is sane.

HOTEL INJUNCTION DENIED. 


The Ambassador at Long Beach Not 
Infringing, Court Decides. 


Justice Lydon in the Supreme /Court 
decided yesterday that it is ‘‘proble- 
matical '"’ whether persons going to Long 
Beach and registering at the Hotel Am- 
bassador there would be deceived into 
believing that they were staying at one 
of the hotels of the corporation owning 
the Ambassador in New York City and 
the hotel of the same name in Atlantic 
City. He refused an injunction to the 
Ambassador Hotel Corporation .against 
Jcseph Geiger and his wife, Katie, who 
own the Long Beach hotel, from using 
that name. 

An affidavit by Mrs. Geiger, opposing 
the injunction, asserted that she and her 
husband run a boarding house or small 
family hotel two stories above the main 
floor, ‘‘ catering principally to well-to-do 
Jewish patrons.”’ 

She denied that the plaintiff corpora- 
tion has the exclusive right to the name 
Ambassador, pointing out that Webster’s 


dictionary defines Ambassador as lt 
person commissioned as one of the high- 
est diplomatic rank sent- by one sover- 
eign power to another to treat of affairs 
of State or to reside at a —— cap- 
ital as diplomatic repres sentative 

Mrs. Geiger concluded: * How it can 
possibly be said that the Jewish clientele 
of deponent have been deceived by the 
use of the name Ambassador, and would 
have taken rooms at Atlantic City or in 
New York, is beyond deponent.”

Greek and Armenian Girls Met 
at Pier by Their Prospect- 
ive Husbands. 


TWELVE LEFT UNCALLED FOR

They Will Have to Return Unless 
They Are Claimed—Many 
Bring Gifts. 


The steamship Constantinople arrived 
yesterday from Constantinople, Patras 
and Piraeus with 1,12% passengers of all 
classes, including nearly 200 Greek and 
Aawmenian “ picture”’’ brides from the 
sunny shores of the Levant where pepper 
trees flourish and heavily laden currant | 
bushes line the roadside. | 

When the liner docked at Pier 7 | 
yesterday the prospective husbands were | 
all there, dressed in their best. The | 
majority wore white flowers in thelr | 
buttonholes as well as smiles to welcome 
the brides they had never seen before 
except through the camera man’s art. 

The young women had donned their 
best frocks in honor of the event 
and lined the rail eating Turkish 
delight. .When the names “ Mary,”’ 
‘‘Helen,’”’. ‘‘Iona,’’ and others were! 
called out by the waiting men on the 
pier the girls, most of whom were bru- 
nettes, answered and waved their hands 
with the photograph. Some of the hard- 
to-please men, who had apparently 
looked over the brides that fortune had 
sent to them and were not satisfied, dis- 
appeared before the immigration in- 
spectors called thelr names out, which 
resulted in fifteen sad-eyed Greek and 
Armenian maidens being left on board. 
If their bridegrooms-elect do not come 
to claim them, they will have to return 
to their native land, 

According to the custom of the Near 
East the brides brougnt gifts for their 
intended husbands. One attractive bru- 
nette named Daphne, from Corinth, 
brought a huge saddle for her husband 
which had descended to her from her 
great-grandfather, who ‘had been: a 
famous soldier in the Greek army. The 
husband proved to be a well-to-do Kan- 
sas farmer who, like most of his kind | 
in the West at the present time, trans- 
acts all his business in an automobile 
and never indulges in horse riding.
